PEACH TREES. 

Richland co. Ohio, Eeb. 18th, 1826. 

Mr. Editor — 1 take the liberty of writing to 
you. to give you a piece of information that 1 
think invaluable. 

1 have observed the peach tree in your coun- 
try, and in old settled countries, are apt to die iii 
the course of fifteen or twenty years, and young 
trees planted in old countries will not tlourish 
but a few years. 

’Phe information 1 wish to give you is this; last 
season I grafted some peach tree limbs on wild 
cherry, which grew as grafts generally do. 1 
think this discovery may be of importance; 
the peach tree always dies with a disorder >n the 
root, occasioned by the operation ot a kind ot 
grub or worm that does not exist in new coun- 
tries as I believe. The wild cheiry is known to 
he a long lived tree, and flourishes as well in old 
countries as in new ones — now by grafting the 
peach ou the cherry, some distance above the 
ground, so as to give the tree a cherry root and 
pari of the slum, and the top to be peach, 1 can 
see no good reason why such a tree will not 
last an age, seeing that the grub never works on 
the root ol the cherry. 

1 would recommend to such as wish to try the 
experiment, to inoculate or to engraft in the 
manner called Capilating by honiculturulists 
and. nursery men. The reason why 1 think Un- 
usual way of splitting the stock will not do, is, it 
leaves too large a wound; for the guin will issue 
at ivouuds, 1 would thank you to give this a place 
in your paper, and request the ditlerent editors 
to give it publicity. Should it be of consequence 
or advantage, and add something to the comforts 
of society,! will be gratitied that every person 
should know it, and will be fully rewarded for 
my trouble by claiming the right of discovery, 
having never heard any person speak of the plan 
until 1 tried it.

This definition of citizenship is an original, new 
and curious. The constitution of the United States, 
is framed upon the idea, that citizenship is acqtti 
red as a birth right. ‘ Mo person except a natural 
born citizen, or a citizen of Ihe United Slates at 
the tune of the adoption of this constitution, shall 
be be eligible to the oflicc of President.” Art. 2 
Sec. I Par. 5. The laws of the United States are 
j at war with this definition. Children of citizens 
born beyond sea or out ol the United Slates, shall 
he considered as “natural born citizens.” Act of 
March 26, 1790, 2d Bioren laws U. S. p. 88. 

The questions in the courts as lo citizenship, 
have alw ays looked to the place of birth, not lo po 
litical privileges Rights are divided into private

— That w hich 1 
have fount' most durable and effectual for this 
purpose is made of equal parts of rosin, lard and 
beeswax. W hen cold it may be cut in thin slices 
ns required for use, warmed in tlie hand snfti 
cicntly to apply and adhere to the wood — will 
yield to its growth and remain until the wound 
is entirely healed. The scion should be ofthe 
usual length, exposing from three to five buds: 
the part inserted is cut in ihe wedge form, very 
much as in the ordinary cleft grafting, except 
that the inner side must be levelled to a proud 
edge, to prevens ils injuriously opening the bark 
ofthe stock beyond the scion and opposite to the 
perpendicular cut. 

1 will now state what I conceive to he the ad- 
vantages ofthe present over the ordinal y mode 
of engrafting and of budding.

more rapidly — that it may he inserted in any 
part ofthe trunk or limb ofthe tree without am 
putating or otherwise injuring it, and where the 
other mode cannot he easily performed. it it 
lake, the necessary pruning may he made at any 
subsequent period ; und if it fail, the wound in 
(he. balk is soon closed, the tree is nut disfigured,

(a prompt decision in his own case, told tlie farmer 
(he must pay for the cow; moreover, if he did not 
pay quickly, “i shall by virti re ol my commission, 
(as justice ofthe quorum, enter judgement against 
[ you upon your confession.” The farmer, alarmed 
I alibis asked the attorney, wahtdidl say! You, 
[replied the attorney, confessel that your cow had 
1 killed my ox. '1 hen said the countryman “and 
(please your worship.il l said so, it was by mistake; 
j it is your worship’s ox that has killed my cow. 

• VV ill your worship be pleased to abide by your own 
(confession of the law . Ah, said the lawyer, that 
alters the case. 

If Thompson, the country justice, committed a 
mistake in his judicial opinion, he must pay 
Holly damages; and the constable too, must suflti 
the like for the mistake ofthe justice. But when 
Boyle, Owsley and Mills, err in their judicial opin 
ion, by mistake, then the law of respi nubility is 
altered 

But the response to the Legislature is not the 
only contradiction which has teen committed t 
the opinion delivered in the case of Holly vs 



pact. This we cannot admit to the extent con- 
tended for. They are certainly in sortie measure 
(parties. Although they have not every benefit or 
privilege which the constitution secures, yet, they 
have many secured by it.” We netd not take the 
trouble of “enquiring how far they are or arc not 
parlies. For, suppose the premises are admitted, 
tlie conclusion would not follow, that the Legisia j 
tore had a right to do with them as it chose, aod 
that their acts on that subject could never he bro’l 
to a constitutional test. Although they are not 
parlies to the compact, yet they are entitled to re 
[pose uuder its shadow, and thus secure themselves 
[from the heated vengeance of the organs of govern- 
*inent.” By this train of argument. Holly was pro- 
jected from the effects of an act of Assembly, and 
the magistrate and constable made liable to an ac- 
tion for damages for executing tlie act of Assembly, 
and causing him to he whipped for raising his hand 
in opposition to a white man. But Amy is no citi- 
zen; she is not “entitled upon the terms prescribed 
by the institutions of the state, to all the rights and 
priviliges conferred by those institutions upon the 
■highest class of society.” Therefore she is entitled 
to none. She was out secured in her right to free- 
dom even. She was not even ‘iD some measure’ a 
a party to the compact. She was not “entitled to 
repose under its shadow, and thus secure” herself 
‘from the healed vengeance of the organs of gov- 
ernment.’ No; she is not even protected from the 
interested will of an individual who holds her as a 
slave for life, against the privilege and immunity of 
freedom conferred on her by the institutions of the 
state of Pennsylvania, as her birthright, and by the 
institutions of Virginia. 

What highiLlnded, noble and consistent defend- 
.-lijo I the constitution and of constitutional rights 
aud privileges the people have in these ciassick 



I to permanent allegiance due lo the government, 
land permanent protection due from the govern- 
ment lo the individual in the social aud private 
rights. Females or infants, who owe permanent 
allegiance, and are entitled to the permanent pro- 
tection of the stale, in their private or social rights, 
are citizens,- although excluded from political pri 
vilege. If the definition given by those judges, in 
Amy vs Smith, were correct, what is to he the 
condition of widows, maidens of mature age, and 
children born in tlie United States, of alien par- 
ents! Must they live and die aliens or strangers 
1 to the protection ol the constitution and laws, un 
i less they should have the good fortune to become 
“dependent on adult males, through whuui they 
may enjoy the benefits of those rights & priv, leges!” 

Whence did these judges derive their ideas of 
rights and privileges conferred hy our institutions, 
‘upon the highest class in society!” The highest 
class implies gradations of high, higher aod highest, 
low, lower and lowest. Has our constitution or 
laws, or those of any other stale or of the United 
States, div ided the citizens into classes of high, 
higher or highest, and lower and lowest! Is there 
a class in our institutions called the highest, who 
have peculiar and greater rights aud privileges, 
than Ihe great body of ourcitizens/ 1 had though! 
according to our constitution and hill ol rights, 
“that no man nr set of men, ase entitled lo exclu- 
sive, separate, public emoluments or privileges 
from the community, but in consideration ol pub- 
lic services.” I had thought that we were all entire- 
ly under (he same law and the same rules. Bill 
these judges have imbibed notions; that d. ere is a 
highest class iu society, with rights aod privileges 
peculiar to thal class, and have manifested hy ihci" 
contradictory decisions, that the same law does not 
stand lor the same rule lor different persons in like 
condition. 

I take it that these judges Boyle and Owsley had 
heard Judge Mills’ reason fur his dissent before 
the opinion in Amy vs Smith, w as dv livered It 
was the fluty of tlie judges to held consultation; it is 
evident from Judge Mills’ dissent, that such con- 
sultation had been held. How those judges, alter 
the views presented tn Judge Mills’ dissent could 
avow to the world the new and ridiculous notions 
of citizenship expressed in then opiuion.is amazing. 
Were they dead to the light of reason and of truth! 
Was that definition of citizenship, dictated and de- 
livered in a phrenzy ofthe brain! It so, it was not 
tlie madness of much learning.

Kingston Jamaca, April 7 — We understand 
that a vessel with several persons on board, left 
i this port a few weeks since with the intention of 
causing an eruption in favor ofthe Colombians 
in the Island ol Cuba. Ofthe fate attending two 
of these individuals, named Sacuhes and Eras* 
quito Agnero, we heve been informed, they were 
executed at Principe, in this Island, on the 17th 
ultimo. It would appear they arrived there a- 
bout fifteen days previous, and hau remained 
cnncealled, until the impiudence of Sanchez led 
him to the house of his god-father, otherwise a 
stranger to him, and to whom lie shewed the 
proclamations of winch they weie the bearers, 
and advised him to collect whatever effects he 
could and quit the island, as the Colombians 
were near, and vvouldcut the throats of all the 
royalists that fell into their pow er. The person 
so advised gave information to the governor, and 
their retreat being discoveied, a detachment of 
thirty -men was despatched after then, when 
they were secured and executed. Agnero at 
tlie place of execution, behaved with peiuliar 
firmness, and suffered without in the leas* coin- 
promising the cause he had advocated, San- 
chez, on the contrary, exhibited every symptom 
of fear, communicated such circumstances as he 
was acquainted with of the intended movement, 
and to which he added many exageiations; in 
consequence of which four or five Spanish vessels 
of war hud been ordered from the Havana to 
cruiz on the const. Commodore Jolly, with n 
Colombian flying squadron was also looked for in 
(that quarter Our informant adds, that the 
(greatest caution has been adopted throughout 
[Cuba, and every exertion making for putting tlie 
island in the best defencible state. — Cornwall 
I Chronicle

oi the Statesman, that Callao vv as given up to the 
Peruvians on condition tnat General Rodd and las 
staff officers should he allowed two hours to go on 
ituard the British Frigate with all their properly, 
and the inhabitants and troops to be allowed the 
honors ol war. 'I he loss ol troops during tha siege, 
ofthe Patriots, was estimated to be about 7000, 
and of the Royalists 3200; lhe Royalists had eet ap 
all the horses in the castle, and had eaten human 
bodies before lliey surrendered. General Bnlivar 
at the surrender of the castle, vvas in Upper Peru, 
but was expected at Luna every hour. GieaL pie- 
paratinns were made to receive biin. 

The editors of Ihe New York Mercantile Ad- 
vertiser have been favored with a copy ol the ai ti- 
tles of capitulation of tin fortress ol Callao, which 
look place on the 22d cl January. It vras agreed 
that Gen Rodiland his principal officers should t>fi 
conveyed to Gibraltar in the British frigate Tartar 
at the expense of the government of Peru, and that 
(the tioops ofthe garrison should beset at liberty. 
;Kodilhad previously placed all his money aid ef- 
leclson hoard that frigate, and only about the arm 
of $4000 was found in the treasury. The proposi- 
tion for the surrender, was made hy Rodil, after a 
great poi lion of his troops had died of starvation.

At the November Session UW4, Robert Wickliffe 
deemed it necessary *to amend nude. vp lain* tiie pen- 
al laws, and by way of amendment aud explanation) 
procured the passage of an act which contains the 
following section; 

“Sec. 3. That the fir«t section of the said act, 
passed on the 19 of December 1301, shat! he and 
the same is hereby repealed; Provided) however , 
That this repeal shall not extend to any offence 
heretofore committed, which might be punished 
under the said first section of said act of 1301 ; but 
4i> to all offences heretofore committed, which 
were punishable by said first section, the said fiixt 
-section shall continue aud he in force.’* 

It was contended by the prisoner's counsel that 
the statutes of the Commonwealth had superseded 
the Common Law in relationfto the crime of mur- 
der, tliat tne section last above -quoted repealed all 
those statutes in force at the tunfe of its passage; 
that such repeal could not operate to revive the 
Common Law; aud tliat consequently there was no 
Law in the Common wealth for the punishment of j 
murder. 

It was contended oa the part of the common- 
wealth, tliat taking the repealing section quoted ; 
iu connection with the rest of the act, it evidently' 
intended to repeal only so much of the section as. 
related to stabbing, shooting, &c that it should bej 
construed according to tne intentions of the Lftgis- - 1 
lature; and tiiat ii the statute law were repealed by 
thi»6ccUon, the Common haw was thereby reviv- 
ed. 

The argument of tint point occupied the court! 
until Monday. % About noon on that day. Judge 
Davidge decided, that the repealing section of the 
act of 1326 did not repeal so much of the first sec- 
tion ot tiie act of liiOi as relates to the crime of 
murder, because such was not t lie intentiou of Lite 
legislature, and tha*. if it had repealed it, the etfect 
vcould have beou to revive the common law, or rath-

LOUISVILLE CANAL. 

Ttie bill Biilliorising a purclta e of one thousand 
sliaii sol' slock on the (oiil of the United States, in 
the Louisville and Fortland Canal, of the Falls of 
Ohio in Kentucky has become a law. From ivliat 
passed in ootti Houses of Congress iu the discussion 
ol tins bill, added to the inforuiation since obtained; 
from persons well acquainted with the commerce 
of the Ohio River, we are confirmed in Hie belief, | 
that no work ofsimilar character, and equal mag 1 
nitride, in the United States, can he found, or un- 
dertaken, that is calculated to render advantages 
so general and extensive. It appeared, the loss 
annually sustained hr the commerce of the Ohio 
river, occasioned by the obstruction to its naviga-! 
tion, presented by the Falls, was variously calcu- 
lated to he from five hundred thousand to nine 
hundred thousand dollars. The single' ilern of 
drayage ruuud the Falls was estimated to amount 
to one hi ud red thousand dollars. Th’e wotk was 
commenced in march, and is now prosecuting wnh| 
adequate force — contracted lo he completed in 
November, 1827, tor three hundred and seventy 
seven lliotisaud dollars. It is supposed, including 
cost of laud and contingencies, the whole work, in-; 
eluding dry docks, will be completed for four hum 
dred and twenty thousand dollars The slock con- 
sists of six thousand Soares ol one blind rtd dollars 
each. It is believed the assessments will not cx j 
ceed seventy dollars a share. The canal is con- 
templated to pass the largest class of steam boats, 
being one bundled and nine'y feet wide. The fall, 
of water is twenty seven lee', affording an exten- 
sive and valua' le vrater power, secured to the com- 
pany by charter, w hich is perpetual, guarantying' 
twelve and a half percent, divided, annually, liiiii-l 
ting il to 18 percent, which those best acquainted 
with the commerce oflhe West, entertain no doubt 
will he divided. 'The stuck having all been subscri-j 
bed, it appears the object of the company in procu-j 
ring the passage of this bill, was a precautionary 
measure to prevent embarrassment, shouid any de- 
linquency take place, which, from tne embarrass i 
meat oflrade, and tiie scarcity of capital, occasion- 
ed by the many recent failures, might, in some de 
grec, de expected. — lb 



a week ago, for consideration, it was declared by,! 
the gentleman who introduced it, (M r llayne) that 
it was the wish of the Committee that an experi-

the billon the table. Much has been done, bow ev | 
er, towards tjie object. A bill has been prepared, 
and digested with great pains, and will, doubtless j 
he brought forward at an early day at the nextses | 
sion. lntherneao time, public attention will be ! 
called to the subject; and it is Imped that the pub- 
lic opinion will be so distinctly expressed as to 
leave no doiibt as to the wishes of the People on 
this subject. On the whole, then, something has 
been gained towards the establishment of a general 
system of Bankruptcy, by the proceedings w hich, 
have already taken place. The zeal with which 
Ihe subject has been taken up, and the favorable 
disposition manifested in the Senate towards it, 
u-stify the best hopes offinal success. In the mean 
jime, the publication of the arguments in the Sen- 
late, (which will take place iu doe course) will af 
ford all ihe information necessary to the formation 
of ki enlightened public opinion oty the subject.

The House refused to consider^ 
the resolutions at this time. We have not had time 1 
to examine them with the attention they seem to 
deserve; but, from what we have seen, we cani>ot | 
but feel a wish that they may be offered again, at a 
more seasonable time, and tinder more auspicious 
circumstances. Tbe residue ofthe private hills, | 
in the first class, with tbe exception ofsnch as wero| 
passed over, were then acted on in Committee of 
tbe whole. An estimate of the cost, per mile, of 
the contemplated road from this City to New-Or-| 
leans, was received from the War Department, 
and will he found in the columns devoted to Con 
gressional proceedings. 

The four classes of business which remain to be 
acted on, compose, at least, one hundred and 
twenty bills; and when it is recollected, that after 
Thursday next nonew bills can he sent from one 
House to tbe other, a tolerable accurate calcttla 
tior. may "be made of the quantum of business which 
ought to be despatched every day.
